them. Between 11 and 12 the fame Night, M. Pallavi- 
cini, who had the Command of the Blockade, was in- 
formed of it, and having acquainted Prince Lichtenftcin 
and General Brown, it was immediately refolved to de- 
tach 8000 Men with General Nadafti in Purfuit of thein, 
who began his March early the next Morning, the aot 
inftant: It is fuppofed that M. de Caftellac directed his 
March towards Burgo diTaro.
